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MINUTES  OF  THE  ANNUAL    MEETING 
HELD  JUtfE  16,   1894. 


The  Hawaiian  Mission  Children's  Society  held  its 
annual  meeting  at  the  residence  of  Mr.  J.  B.  Atherton, 
on  King  street,  June  16,  1894.  The  meeting  was 
opened  with  prayer  by  the  Rev.  O.  H.  Gulick — 
President  Hosmer  being  in  the  chair. 

In  the  absence  of  Recording  Secretary  Forbes  Rev. 
O.  P.  Emerson  was  appointed  secretary  pro  tern. 
The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  were  read  and 
approved. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Managers  was  read  and 
accepted  and  laid  on  the  table  for  later  action.  Mr. 
W.  L.  Howard,  at  the  recommendation  of  the  Board, 
was  voted  to  membership  on  payment  of  fee. 

The  nominations  made  by  the  Board  for  the  Maile 
Wreath  committee,  to  serve  for  four  months,  were 
also  received  with  the  change  of  one  name,  and  tabled 
for  later  action. 

Miss  Carrie  Castle  was  appointed  committee  on 
music  for  the  next  four  months. 

After  the  taking  of  the  collection  the  Society  listened 
to  the  reading  of  the  yearly  reports.  That  of  the 
Recording  Secretary  was  first  called  for  and  read  by 
the  secretary  pro  tern.  The  motion  to  accept  and 
print  it  in  the  annual  report  passed. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary,  Mrs.  L.  B.  Coan, 
read  her  report.  It  was  accepted  and  ordered  printed 
in  the  annual  report  of  the  Society. 

The  report  of  Treasurer  Frear  was  next  read, 
accepted  and  ordered  printed  in  the  annual  report. 

The  Society  then  proceeded  to  elect  officers  for  the 
coming  year.  It  was  voted  that  the  secretary  cast  a 
ballot  for  the  entire  ticket  nominated  by  the  Board  of 
Managers,  which    resulted    in  the  following  election:

Dr.  A.  B.  Lyons,  Mrs.  Judge  W.  F.  Frear,  Mr.  W. 
N.  Armstrong  and  Dr.  N.  B.  Emerson.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  CORRESPONDING 

SECRETARY. 


In  the  simple  equation,  25  +  1-9  =  17  there  seems 
little  of  interest.  But  when  we  learn  that  the  digits 
represent  missionaries  it  leads  to  a  sober  problem.  If 
in  one  year  a  band  of  workers  is  increased  by  one  and 
then  diminished  by  nine  how  is  the  expanding  field  to 
be  successfully  tilled,  and  how  are  sheaves  to  be  garn- 
ered? On  her  trip  to  the  West  last  year,  the  passengers 
of  the  "Morning  Star"  were  Miss  Kinney,  returning  to 
Ruk,  and  Miss  Wilson  from  California,  the  only  re- 
cruit for  Micronesia,  under  appointment  to  Kusaie. 

When  the  Star  returned  to  our  harbor  in  March  of 
the  present  year  she  had  on  board  Mrs.  Garland,  Mrs. 
Logan,  Mr.  and  Mrs  Rand,  Dr.  and  Mrs  Pease  with 
their  two  boys,  Mrs.  Forbes  and  her  little  Anna,  and 
the  three  Hawaiian  veterans,  Messrs.  Maka,  Lono  and 
Kanoho.  The  arrival  of  the  American  missionaries 
was  fortunately  timed  as  it  allowed  us  the  pleasure  of 
their  presence  for  more  than  a  week  previous  to  the 
departure  of  a  steamer  to  the  coast.  One  realizes 
better  what  toils  have  been  endured,  what  dangers  met, 
what  victories  won,  when  he  can  look  in  the  faces  of 
those  who  have  wrought,  and  can  hear  the  story  from 
their  lips. 

Miss  Foss  having  joined  the  teachers  of  the  girls  school 
on  Ruk,  Mrs.  Logan  felt  that  a  way  was  providentially 


open  for  her  to  return  for  a  season  to  her  children  in 
the  United  States.  With  the  gates  still  shut  against 
them  at  Ponape,  not  even  any  communication  being 
allowed  between  the  missionaries  and  their  former 
pupils,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Rand  turn  sadly  away  from  the 
Caroline  Islands.  On  their  tour  through  the  Marshall 
group,  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Pease  had  found  much  occasion 
to  rejoice  over  progress  in  that  field.  The  fidelity  of 
some  of  the  native  teachers  was  encouraging,  the 
call  for  more  teachers  inspiring,  some  concessions  on 
the  part  of  the  German  governor  reassuring.  It  must 
have  been  with  no  slight  heart  ache  that  they  left  their 
flock,  not  knowing  who  would  tend  them  hereafter. 
Miss  Hoppin  stands  guard  over  the  Marshall  School 
for  boys  on  Kusaie  that  it  may  not  be  disbanded  before 
someone  shall  be  found  to  take  it  in  charge.  Miss 
Palmer  and  Miss  Wilson  hold  the  girls'  school.  From 
Mrs.  Channon's  journal  we  get  glimpses  of  the  busy 
lives  of  herself  and  Mr.  Channon,  and  a  picture  of  the 
Christmas  festival  held  by  the  united  forces  of  the  three 
mission  establishments  for  the  natives  of  Kusaie.  A 
pleasing  feature  of  this  occasion  was  the  ready  giving 
up  of  anticipated  presents  for  themselves  by  the  school- 
girls, and  their  cheerful  aid  in  preparations  so  that 
every  Kusaiean  should  be  the  proud  possessor  of  a  gift. 
For  the  little  ones  they  made  seventy  six  rag  dolls  all 
of  whose  faces  were  painted  by  Mrs.  G  uland. 

Mr.  Walkup  has  been  blessed  with  health,  and  thro 
the  year  has  done  much  satisfactory  touring  arrfbng  the 
Gilbert  Islands.  Once  he  went  as  far  in  his  little 
gasoline  craft  as  Kusaie.  Cheering  news  is  received  of 
the  earnestness  with  which  the  natives  welcomed  the 
first  invoice  of  Gilbert  Islands  Bibles.  A  call  from  this 
field  for  more  books  will  keep  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Bingham 
busy  in  preparing  them.  Their  safe  return  after  an 
absence  of  a  year  and  a  half  in  the  States,  was  welcomed 
last  September. 
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After  many  years  of  absence  we  welcome  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  O.  H.  Gulick,  hoping  they  may  long  remain  to 
work  for  Japanese  in  these  islands. 

Correspondence. 

Your  secretary  regards  her  report  more  as  a  general 
letter  to  the  cousinhood  than  as  an  official  document, 
and  never  sends  out  the  several  hundred  annual 
reports  of  our  Society,  yearly  mailed,  without  the  hope 
that  many  would  respond  as  if  personally  addressed. 
She  is  often  disappointed.  With  regard  to  this,  Rev. 
Mr.  McCully  writes  very  pleasantly:  "I  confess 
myself  one  of  those  who  have  been  remiss,  and  proba- 
bly the  reason  has  been  the  same  as  in  the  case  of 
others,  viz:  the  feeling  that  there  were  so  many  to 
respond,  his  particular  word  was  not  needed.  But  I 
well  know  this  leaving  to  somebody  else  what  we 
might  do  is  the  cause  of  troublesome  lack  of  service.  I 
have  maintained,  during  all  these  years  since  my  brief 
residence  at  the  islands,  a  deep  interest  in  the  Society; 
and  in  the  multitude  of  reports  coming  annually  to 
my  hands  not  one  is  so  welcome  or  receives  so 
careful  reading  as  the  report  of  the  H.  M.  C.  S."  In 
substantial  proof  of  his  interest  in  us  Mr.  McCully 
sends  ten  dollars,  a  donation  from  the  Christian 
Endeavor  Society  of  his  church,  to  constitute  their 
president,  Miss  Vose,  a  life  member  of  our  band, 
saying:  "It  will  be  very  gratifying  to  me  to  have  this 
new  link  between  my  church  and  Hawaii.'' 

Rev.  Joel  F.  Whitney  remembers  to  report  his 
change  of  residence,  and  expresses  sympathy  for  us  in 
what  we  have  experienced,  politically,  during  the 
year.  "I  am  glad,"  he  adds,  "to  say  a  word  now  and 
then  in  behalf  of  President  Dole  and  his  compeers,  a 
noble  band  standing  for  the  right  and  -working  in  the 
face  of  great  obstacles  for  the  future  government  of 
Hawaii." 


Dear  Margaret  Simpson  sent  us  a  "Christmas 
offering"  of  five  dollars,  wishing  it  were  more;  "but 
all  through  my  homeland,"  she  writes,  "is  heard  the  cry 
of  poverty  and  suffering — there  are  so  many  calls  for 
help.     *  *     I  am  always    so    much    interested    in 

everything  pertaining  to  the  beautiful  islands.  If  the 
great  ocean  did  not  roll  between  that  sunny  land  and 
my  own  bleaker  world,  I  would  much  rather  be  teach- 
ing there  than  in  any  other  place  I  know,  even  though 
my  school  work  here  is  very  pleasant." 

A  letter  from  Miss  Carpenter  tells  us  of  months  of 
watching  by  her  brother  while  she  went  with  him  as 
far  as  she  could  to  the  other  side.  In  speaking  of 
island  news  she  writes:  "I  do  not  need  to  say  how 
j intensely  interested  I  am  in  the  situation.  I  can 
hardly  wait  for  telegrams  to  cross  the  continent  after 
the  steamers  reach  San  F  rancisco." 

We  learn  from  Dr.  Lucy  M.  Ingersol  that  she  is 
pleasantly  established  in  her  California  home  where 
her  practice  is  growing  steadily,  her  success  being 
much  better  than  she  had  dared  to  hope  for.  She 
writes  of  having  visited  the  World's  Fair,  and  of  her 
delightful  trip  across  the  continent.  She  enquired 
about  "the  dear  Honolulu  people  who  were  so  kind" 
to  her. 

From  Mrs.  Merritt  we  receive  good  tidings  that  the 
Lord  has  blessed  them  abundantly  in  their  work.  At 
their  March  communion  forty-four  new  members  came 
into  the  church,  forty  of  them  on  confession  of  their 
faith.  Of  their  "ideal  trip"  to  Chicago  she  gives  no 
particulars,  but  says:  "We  had  given  up  all  thought 
of  going  when  the  way  was  unexpectedly  opened  and 
now  we  have  the  delightful  memory  of  four  charming 
weeks  within  easy  reach  of  the  White  City." 

Rev.  C.  M.  Severance  writes  from  Japan:  "We 
had  a  fire  in  Tsu  and  were  obliged  to  leave  the  city. 
Kyoto  missionaries  were  over-worked  and  asked  us  to 
come  here,  so  I   am    teaching    in    the    Doshisha,  and 
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Mrs.  Severance  is  finding  herself  busy  at  home  and  i 
other  ways." 

There  comes  from  Spain  a  rich  budget.  Rev.  Wn 
Gulick's  letter  to  the  Society,  and  three  historic  mam 
scripts,  giving  his  full  and  most  graphic  account 
of  the  two  frightful  and  fateful  explosions  of  th 
steamer  Cabo  Machichaco  and  of  the  final  governments 
blowing  up  of  the  submerged  wreck.  It  is  hoped  thes 
accounts  will  be  published. 

To  us  he  writes:  "In  far  away  Spain  we  have  fix 
lowed  the  course  of  events  in  Hawaii  and  in  Washing 
ton  with  the  deepest  interest.  With  true  admiratio 
I  have  read  cousin  Sereno  Bishop's  several  letters  ii 
The  Independent,  and  I  have  been  proud  that  ou 
cause  has  had  so  noble  and  so  able  a  champion  in  tha 
part  of  the  public  press.  I  confidently  believe  tha 
God  will  give  our  cousins,  in  whose  hands  Provideno 
seems  to  have  placed,  in  great  measure,  the  task  o 
guiding  the  nation  through  these  perilous  times- 
wisdom  and  strength  sufficient  to  do  it  well  and  safely 
In  Spain  we  have  had  our  share  of  work  and  experi 
ences  which,  too,  at  times,  have  not  been  lacking  ii 
excitement." 

Among  these  experiences  he  narrates  the  riotou; 
attempt  on  the  life  of  Spain's  Prime  Minister,  wher 
the  dead  and  wounded  fell  near  their  home,  and  th< 
city  was,  for  three  days,  under  martial  law;  the  war  ii 
the  autumn  and  throughout  the  winter  with  the  Riffs 
of  Morocco,  when  among  the  70,000  young  mer 
called  out  of  the  military  "reserves"  were  teachers  o 
their  schools  and  many  from  their  congregations;  the 
devastating  floods  causing  great  loss  of  property  and 
considerable  loss  of  life;  and  the  final  horror  of  the 
steamship  catastrophe,  in  which  600  were  killed  and 
1000  wounded.  Yet  he  is  able  to  say:  "Our  work 
has  gone  forward  in  the  main  as  usual.  The  life  of  this 
boarding  school  for  girls  has  never  been  more  active 
or  more  fruitful  of  good   results.     *  Through 
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le  year  cousin  Alice  has  taken  her  share  of  the  classes 
,-ith  the  other  professors,  giving  an  average  of  seven 
Ours  a  day  to  class-room  work  and  to  preparation  for 
,  besides  all  the  other  work  that  devolves  necessarily 
h  the  head  of  the  institution  and  on  the  "mother"  of 
us  large  family  of  sixty  souls.'* 

While  letters  to  the  Society  have  been  few  it  is 
nobable  that  in  no  previous  year  was  there  ever  such 

voluminous  correspondence  between  our  cousins  in 
he  father-land  and  us  of  Hawaii  nei.  Never  before 
/ere  so  many  of  our  young  people  in  college  and  in 
chools  abroad,  at  one  time,  as  this  year;  never  so 
nany  of  our  older  ones  traveling;  there  was  never 
iefore  a  "White  City"  to  be  visited;  and   never  before 

year  so  rife  with  political  hopes  and  fears.  The 
hemes  for  correspondence  have  been  rich  and  varied. 
Uas,  that  so  little  of  it  should  have  been  for  our 
electation. 

Once  more,  dear  cousins,  allow  your  secretary  to 
>eg  your  help  in  making  her  report.  When  there  are 
nistakes  in  the  names  of  your  families  do  not  let 
'ourselves  be  annoyed  fourteen  years  before  you  ask 
or  correction.  And  be  kindly  patient  when  you  find 
i  name  left  out,  or  sadly  marked  with  an  asterisk 
vhen  it  should  not  be,  or  suffering  from  any  blunder 
or  which  the  type-setter  and  proof-reader  may  be 
leld  responsible.  She  gratefully  acknowledges  such 
lelps  as  she  has  received. 

Items.

)art  of  the  time  being  spent  among  the  beautiful  Green 
Vfountains  of  Vermont.  Mr.  George  Castle  visited  the 
^atskills  and  was  absent  three  months.  Dr.  and  Mrs. 
pyde  made  an  extended  tour,  reaching  Rome  via  Eng- 
and,  Fiance  and  Germany.  Mr.  Dillingham  was 
iearly  a  year  at  the  East;  Mr.  and  Mrs.  J.  B.  Atherton, 
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Mrs.  A.  F.  Cooke  and  husband  were  sometime  in  Califor- 
nia, the  latter  going  on  to  Chicago.   Mr.  Charles  Cooke 
took  his  son   to  Yale,  to  which  went,  also,  Albert  and 
James  Judd,  William  D.  Baldwin:  Alex.  Atherton  went 
to  Middletown,  Conn.  Chas.  K.  Hyde  to  Williamstown, 
Mass.,    and   Ernest,  John  and   Harry   Waterhouse  to 
Princeton     College.     Earnest    Lyman     selected     the 
Pratt  Institute  in  Brooklyn.   Quite  a  number  spent  the 
long  summer  vacation  in  the  States;  Dr.  Albert  Lyons 
and  his  daughter,  Lucia;  Wm.  W.  Chamberlain,  Ellen 
Lyman,   Miss  Carrie  Gilman  and  Wm.  J.  Forbes  were 
visitors  to  the  World's  Fair.     The  list  grows  long,  but 
we  recall  yet  other  absentees:     Rev.  T.  L.  Gulick  and 
Mrs.  Gulick,    Mr.  and   Mrs.  John  Waterhouse;    Mrs. 
Julia  Swanzy  who  visited  Japan,  Miss  Millie  Beckwith, 
Miss    Carrie    Castle,    Miss  Agnes  Judd,    Rev.  O.    P. 
Emerson,  who  bore  good  testimony  for  the  Provisional 
Govt,  at   Washington.      We  greatly   missed    from  our 
meetings  for  months  one  who  has  long  been  a  most 
faithful  attendant,  Prof.  W.  D.  Alexander.   But  we  re- 
joiced that  so  wise  and  prudent  a  counsellor  could  lend 
aid  to  the  Hawaiian   Legation   at  Washington,  where 
we    have    been    proud    to  be  represented   by  Minister 
Lorrin  Thurston. 

A  serious  illness  came  on  our  good  Dr.  Andrews, 
and  we  have  had  unhappy  fears  on  his  account.  Late 
reports  of  improvements  at  Clifton  Springs,  N.Y.,  where 
he  went  with  his  wife,  give  us  hope  for  his 
recovery. 

For  more  than  six  years  we  had  the  benediction 
of  Dr.  Beckwith's  presence  at  almost  all  our  monthly 
meetings.  His  resignation  of  the  pastorate  of  the 
Central  Union  Church,  last  December,  fell  like  a  blow 
upon  us.  But  we  could  see  that  the  burden  of  the  large 
and  growing  parish  was  likely  to  become  too  heavy 
for  his  strength,  and  since  he  must  leave  us  we  re- 
joiced that  his  removal  was  to  be  no  further  than  to 
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Maui.  We  congratulate  the  Paia  Church  that  they 
can  be  blest  with  his  ministrations. 

In  March  we  had  a  treat  that  well  might  have  made 
us  the  envy  of  all  the  cousinhood  abroad.  Mrs.  Chas. 
Turner,  our  own  Mary  Cooke,  with  her  husband  was  the 
guest  of  her  brother,  Mr.  C.  M.  Cooke,  thro  the  month; 
and  every  Sabbath  we  heard  her  rich  voice  leading  the 
service  of  praise  in  the  Central  Union  Church. 
The  usual  choir  courteously  gave  way  to  let  their  places 
be  taken  by  those  who,  a  score  of  years  ago,  were 
Mrs.  Turner's  companions  in  the  choir  of  the  Fort 
Street  Church.  It  was  a  feast  of  song  indeed.  The 
financial  success  of  a  farewell  concert  given  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Turner  showed  how  thoroughly  appreciated  were 
the  rare  voices  of  these  gifted  and  artistic  singers. 

In  April  we  had  Honolulu's  wonderful  "Feast  of 
Nations."  In  the  American  booth  the  wife  of  Hawaii's 
noble  President,  Mrs.  S.  B.  Dole,  with  Mrs.  G.  P.  Castie, 
Mrs.  F.  Lowrey  and  Mrs.  CM.  Cooke  were  beautiful 
and  stately  dames  of  ye-olden-time,  while  May 
Atherton  Richards  and  May  Dillingham  Frear  personi- 
fied the  Puritan  maidens,  Rose  Standish  and  Priscilla 
Alden,  and  W.  R.  Castle,  Jr.,  a  young  Indian  warrior. 
There  were  booths  in  which  others  of  our  band  shone 
as  French  and  Grecian  beauties,  while  in  the  Chinese 
booth  their  rich  costumes  and  elaborate  hair  dressing 
half  cheated  us  into  mistaking  our  cousins  for  ladies 
of  honor  from  the  court  of  the  Celestial  empir.e.  This 
participation  of  the  cousins  in  the  feast  was  a  generous 
contribution  of  time  and  strength  to  aid  in  an  enterprise 
that  gave  to  each  of  six  charitable  societies  in  the  city 
$496.50. 

A  circular  letter  from  Mrs.  Hattie  Castle  Coleman, 
full  of  vigorous  thought  and  earnest  philanthropy, 
appealing  to  the  women  of  Honolulu  for  their  co  oper- 
ation in  making  "a  strong  system  of  Kindergarten 
work    that    will    embrace  all  of  the  nationalities  that 
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dwell  together  on  these  shores,"  has  received  a  hearty 
response. 

May  brought  the  twenty-fifth  anniversary  of  the 
marriage  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Dillingham.  In  celebration 
of  the  silver  wedding  a  most  charming  garden-party 
was  given  in  the  beautiful  grounds  of  "Woodlawn"  by 
Judge  and  Mrs.  Frear.  Many  friends  were  present 
with  best  wishes  for  another  five  and  two  score  years. 

June  brings  its  usual  round  of  dissipations  in  which 
the  cousins  figure  largely.  First,  the  all-day  annual 
meeting  of  the  Woman's  Board  of  Missions,  with  its 
generous  noon  lunch  served  in  the  spacious  vestry 
rooms  of  our  church;  the  pleasure  and  success  of 
which  was  marred  only  by  the  absence  of  the  president, 
Mrs.  C.  M.  Hyde — she  had  left  the  week  before  with 
anxious  heart  to  hasten  to  the  son  ill  with  typhoid 
fever  at  Williams  College. 

Then  came  the  annual  Tea  Party  given  by  the 
Woman's  Board  of  Missions  to  the  Hawaiian  Evan- 
gelical Association,  served,  also,  at  the  church,  where 
scores  of  natives — pastors,  delegates,  wives  and  chil- 
dren— are  most  cordially  entertained  and  kindly 
feelings  are  cultivated. 

Next,  the  closing  exercises  of  the  Kawaiahao 
Seminary,  when  a  sale  of  well-made  garments,  of 
delicate  laces  and  embroideries,  of  bread,  cake  and 
candies,  made  by  the  school,  occurs;  and  when,  in  the 
evening,  a  large  and  appreciative  audience,  in  the  old 
stone  church,  listens  to  the  sweet  singing  of  the  girls 
and  is  charmed  with  the  evidence  of  good  discipline 
and  thorough  drill  in  all  they  do. 

Our  national  holiday,  the  11th  of  June,  finds  a  gay 
gathering  on  the  ample,  shady  campus  of  Oahu  College. 
It  is  the  year's  gala  day  for  the  Sabbath  School  of 
Central  Union  Church.  Cousins  are  on  every  hand, 
serving  at  tables,  conducting  games  and  dispensing 
general  cheer  to  seven  or  eight  hundred  happy  guests. 
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A  few  days  more  and  the  exercises  of  Punahou's 
graduating  class  of  1894  will  occur.  But  the  long 
summer's  silence  that  generally  broods  over  that  spot, 
while  faculty  and  students  seek  recuperation  far  away, 
will  be  broken  this  year  by  sound  of  chisel  and  mallet. 
Busy  workmen  will  be  rearing  the  walls  of  the  grand 
Assembly  Hall,  donated  by  Hon.  C.  R.  Bishop.  At 
the  other  end  of  town  a  new  school  for  Hawaiian  girls 
will  rise  on  the  rocky  fields  of  Kaiwiula,  Kalihi,  created 
by  the  munificent  bequest  of  Mrs.  Bernice  Pauahi 
Bishop.

Deaths. 

Into  the  life  incorruptible  and  immortal  four  honor- 
ed mothers  in  Israel  have  entered.  Of  these  the  first 
was  Mrs.  M.  A.  Hooker  whose  going  was  on  the  10th 
of  Nov.,  1893.  Few  of  us  knew  her  personally,  but 
her  name  has  been  upon  our  roll  for  years.  Her  in 
terest  in  Kawaiahao  Seminary  led  her  with  thirteen 
other  members  of  the  Essex  St.  Church  of  Boston  to 
join  our  Society.  Mrs.  Hooker  was  advanced  in  age, 
and  has  long  been  waiting  at  the  portal  of  the  heavenly 
home.  One  who  was  with  her  at  the  last  writes  that 
"gently  and  without  pain  she  slipped  in,"  a  radiant 
smile  upon  her  face. 
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On  Nov.  20th,  Mrs.  Ann  Maria  Dimond  followed. 
Her  stay  on  earth  had  made  it  brighter  for  over  eighty- 
five  years.  Her  going  hence  has  left  many  a  sorrow- 
ing heart,  but  the  memory  of  her  life  will  be  a  benedic- 
i  tion.  Her  loving  hand  was  ever  open  toward  the  needy, 
her  warm  heart  throbbed  with  sympathies  for  all. 
Even  to  the  last  her  judgment  was  so  wise,  her  chari- 
ty so  true,  her  faith  so  firm  one  went  from  converse 
with  herjjfeeling  how  ripe  she  was  for  heaven. 

On  the  5th  of  December,  1893,  died  at  Los  Angeles, 
Cal.,  Mrs.  Susan  M.  Sturges,  aged  73  years  and  6 
months.  Her  life  was  one  of  service,  service  rendered 
often  in  great  weakness  of  the  flesh,  but  willingness  of 
spirit.

Her  Christian  hospitality,  her  unfailing  cheer  made  all 
who  shared  it  rejoice  that  such  a  warm  heart  dwelt  on 
the  slopes  of  Haleakala.  Through  her  last  weeks  of 
suffering  the  daughters, AMary  and  Laura,  ministered 
to  her  with  tender  care. 

As  we  think  of  these  aged  pilgrims, 

"More  homelike  seems  the  vast  unknown, 

Since  they  have  entered  there. 
To  follow  them  were  not  so  hard, 

Wherever  they  may  fare; 
They  cannot  be  where  God  is  not 

On  any  sea  or  shore.      *   *   * 
Thanks  be  to  God  that  such  have  been, 

Although  they  are  no  more." 

Died  in  Christian  faith  on  the  11th  of  October,  1893, 
at  Petaluma,  Cal.,  Mrs.  Isabella  (Holden)  Johnson. 

Dec.  23,  1891.  at  Providence,  R.  I.,  Mrs.  Elsie  (Gu- 
lick)  Gamwell   of  whom   her  husband  writes:     "Her 
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Christian  faith  and  sweet  life  and  the  beautiful  way  in 
which  she  instilled  Christian  principles  and  faith  in 
her  children,  I  could  but  love  and  admire." 

We  have  recorded  the  death  of  Mrs.  Sturges,  Hat- 
tie  Sturges  Crawford's  mother.  Yet  greater  loss  came 
to  our  cousin  on  the  3rd  of  April,  1894,  when  her  hus- 
band, the  earnest  missionary  in  Hermisillo,  Mexico, 
was  taken  away  from  her  loving  fellowship. 

Another  of  the  Master's  heralds  was  released  from 
earthly  service  on  April  10th,  1894,  Rev.  Dr.  E.  C. 
Bissel,  of  Chicago. 

On  June  4th,  1894,  after  long  months  of  feebleness 
and  failing,  of  quiet,  trustful  waiting,  Edward  C.  Da- 
mon, entered  into  rest.  We  bless  the  Providence

REPORT    OF    THE    HILO    BOYS'    BOARDING 

SCHOOL. 


Dear  Mrs.  Coan. — I  did  not  answer  your  letter  by 
the  last  steamer,  thinking  I  would  make  a  report  of 
our  work  in  regular  form,  but  I  have  been  exceedingly 
busy  and  can  only  say  a  few  words  in  an  informal 
way  to  you.  We  feel  very  thankful  to  the  Society  for 
its  help.  We  find  so  many  good  boys,  who  can  really 
pay  nothing  for  tuition. 

The  school  in  numbers  is  fifty  boys,  the  same  as 
last  year.     This  we  feel  is  a  gain  in  reality  as  the  ten- 
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dency  among  Hawaiians  is  to  leave  school  at  an  earli- 
er age  than  heretofore.  We  have  the  same  corps  of 
teachers  as  for  92  and  93  and  I  consider  it  a  decided 
advantage  when  the  teaching  force  can  remain  un- 
changed for  several  years. 

I  enclose  a  circular  which  tells  of  our  new  venture. 
Some  funds  have  been  invested  in  this  Ice  Machine, 
with  the  hope  of  lessening  the  yearly  deficit  in  our 
accounts. 

We  have  given  no  scientific  instruction  upon  Alco- 
hol and  Spirits  more  than  can  be  introduced  into 
Physiology  recitations. 

Our  closing  exercises  occur  in  June  with  the  Public 
Examinations,  and  a  Scripture  Cantata:  "Under  the 
Palms." 

Mr.  F.  W.  Damon  has  spent  two  weeks  with  us, 
and  can  tell  you  somewhat  of  our  life  if  the  Cousins 
wish  to  hear.

REPORT     OF     THE     EAST     MAUI     FEMALE 

SEMINARY. 


I  find  that  there  is  little  to  report  from  year  to  year, 
even  when  we  have  been  fairly  prosperous  and  success- 
ful. There  is  always  much  to  be  done,  and  some 
trustworthy  evidence  that  we  are  accomplishing  some 
results  that  shall  be  permanent.  However,  the  methods 
employed  vary  but  little. 

The  sewing  department  has  been  under  the  direction 
of  Miss  Smith.  Less  fancy  work  has  been  done  than 
ever  before.  Plain  sewing,  and  the  cutting  and  fitting 
of  dresses  have  been  prominent  features  of  the  work. 
We  might  turn  these  to  greater  practical  account,  if 
there  were  a  greater  demand  for  such  work  in  the 
community. 
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A  goodly  proportion  of  the  girls  employed  in  the 
culinary  department  show  great  aptitude  for  the  work, 
and  all  are  ambitious  to  learn  how  to  make  good  bread, 
coffee,  cakes,  etc. 

I  think  I  have  not  known  a  time  when  our  girls  have 
been  so  ambitious  to  advance  in  their  studies.  The 
oldest  girls,  especially,  are  eager  to  ask  questions  and 
to  be  sure  that  they  understand  the  subject  in  hand. 

One  of  the  oldest  girls  has  taught  my  class  on  those 
days  when  it  has  not  been  possible  for  me  to  be  with 
them.  She  has  shown  herself  competent,  and  in  every 
way  worthy  of  our  confidence.  Another  has  taught  a 
class  of  the  least  girls  throughout  the  year,  lessons 
being  so  arranged  that  she  has  not  missed  her  own 
recitations. 

As  usual,  the  girls  have  contributed  monthly  to  our 
missionary  fund.  Our  April  contribution,  for  the  last 
two  years,  has  been  for  the  support  of  an  orphan  child 
in  our  school.  At  that  time  they  have  made  a  special 
effort,  those  having  no  money  to  give  making  lace  and 
doing  other  work  for  the  teachers,  and  bringing  the 
proceeds.  With  a  liberal  gift  from  the  girls'  King's 
Daughters  Society,  this  has  been  sufficient  to  pay  en- 
tirely for  the  child  for  last  year  and  thirty  dollars  for 
this  year. 

We  have  reason  to  be  grateful  to  the  Cousins'  Society 
and  Central  Union  S.  S.  for  gifts  received.  Many  other 
friends  have  remembered  us  in  a  practical  way.  The 
project  of  putting  in  a  water  pipe  is  sufficiently  advanc- 
ed to  be  regarded  as  a  thing  accomplished.  This  is 
a  matter  of  greatest  importance  to  us,  and  it  alone 
would  cause  us  to  feel  that  this  is  an  exceptionally  good 
year.  General  good  health  among  our  girls  has  been 
interrupted  by  but  few  and  trifling  ailments.  But  we 
cannot  enumerate  all  our  blessings. 

Hoping  that  the  same  support  and  sympathy  may 
be    extended    to    our    school  under  new  management,

REPORT  OF  KAWAIAHAO  SEMINARY, 
HONOLULU. 


How  the  years  come  and  go !  Time  has  stolen 
Hermes'  winged  sandals,  and  with  fleet  feet  is  bringing 
another  school  year  to  a  close.  Kawaiahao  is  round- 
ing out  its  twenty-seventh  year. 

In  retrospect  the  year  has  been  one  of  progress. 
The  dark  days  have  come,  but  the  bright  ones  far  out 
number  those  of  sombre  hue.  We  have  had  one 
hundred  and  twenty-four  pupils  in  attendance,  not  as 
large  a  school  as  last  year,  but  on  the  whole  a  satis- 
factory year,  and  as  many  enrolled  as  the  Seminary 
can  well  accommodate. 

With  the  exception  of  two  members  the  year  opened 
with  a  new  faculty.  Seven  new  teachers  assumed 
duties  in  September.  There  has  been  a  beautiful 
harmony  between  teachers  and  pupils  in  all  depart- 
ments, resulting  in  a  marked  growth  in  Christian 
grace  among  many  of  the  pupils. 

We  are  endeavoring  to  make  industrial  work  more 
of  a  feature.     The  success   of  the   dress  making   and 
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domestic  departments  warrants  our  encouragement. 
The  pupils  are  beginning  to  realize  that  there  is  a  dig- 
nity in  labor.  Many  have  taken  pride  in  the  work  as- 
signed them  even  the  most  menial  tasks. 

Mrs.  Coan  continues  in  charge  of  Lima  Kokua. 
The  meetings  have  been  interesting  and  instructive. 

The  patrons  and  friends  of  the  Seminary  have  main- 
tained their  interest  throughout  the  year  in  their  usual 
helpful,  sympathetic  manner. 

We  desire  to  acknowledge  our  obligations  to  the 
Cousins'  Society,  to  Hon.  G.  N.  Wilcox  for  electric  light 
fixtures,  to  Miss  Carrie  Castle  for  the  gift  of  a  piano, 
to  Hon.  A.  S.  Wilcox  for  a  draft  for  one  hundred 
dollars  to  purchase  chairs  for  the  dining  room.  -

REPORT  OF  THE  KAUAI  INDUSTRIAL 

SCHOOL. 


There  have  been  thirty-six  names  on  the  roll  during 
the  year,  but  most  of  the  time  there  have  been  thirty 
boys  in  the  school.  As  usual,  the  health  of  the  pupils 
has  been  excellent. 

There  has  been  a  steady  improvement  in  the  boys 
since  the  beginning  of  the  school  year — in  the  school- 
room, blacksmith  and  carpenter  shops,  but  especially 
on  the  farm.  This  is  primarily  an  agricultural  school 
to  teach  Hawaiians  to  work  and  become  farmers,  and 
these  boys  work  faithfully  and  well. 

The  vegetables  and  fruits  raised  by  the  boys  have 
helped  to  reduce  the  expenses  of  the  boarding  depart- 
ment. Unfortunately,  the  usual  sweet  potato  crop,  on 
which  we  largely  depend  for  the  boys'  food,  was  mostly 
ruined  this  year  by  a  blight,  and  consequently  the 
expenses  of  the  boarding  department  are  much  larger 
than  they  otherwise  would  have  been. 
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This  is  called  the  Garden  Island,  but  what  with  the 
taro  and  potato  blight  the  natives  have  a  hard  time  of 
it. 

The  main,  three-story  building  was  given  a  coat  of 
paint  and  sand  last  August,  (1893),  at  a  cost  of  one 
hundred  and  forty-four  dollars. 

Mr.  J.  T.  Waterhouse,  Sr.,  and  Mr.  G.  N.  Wilcox 
have  continued  their  generous  donations  of  six  hundred 
dollars  each,  as  in  the  past  two  years,  which  has  been 
used  toward  paying  the  salaries  of  the  teachers;  and 
the  welcome  donation  of  three  hundred  dollars  from 
your  Society  has  been  used  for  the  same  purpose.  In 
accordance  with  a  resolution  passed  by  the  Hawaiian 
Evangelical  Association  last  June,  the  school  received 
donations  from  the  Hawaiian  churches  which  amounted 
to  one  hundred  and  seventy-two  dollars  and  fifteen 
cents:  from  Kauai,  seventy-five  dollars  and  seventy 
cents;  Hawaii,  fifty-one  dollars  and  twenty  cents;  Oahu, 
twenty-four  dollars;  Maui,  twenty-one  dollars  and 
twentyfive  cents.  This  was  used  to  pay  the  tuition  of 
seven  Hawaiian  boys,  who  would  otherwise  not  have 
been  paid  for. 

This  donation  was  made  in  view  of  the  fact  that  this 
is  the  only  protestant  boarding-school  without  a  per- 
manent fund,  and  the  tuition  fee  is  only  twenty-five 
dollars  a  year. 

The  Central  Union  Sunday  School  donated  fifty 
dollars,  which  pays  for  two  other  boys. 

Mrs.  M.  I.  Rice  made  us  a  donation  of  fifty 
dollars. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  W.  H.  Rice  have  done  many  favors 
for  the  school,  giving  the  use  of  a  carriage  horse  and 
several  cows,  and  having  plowing  done. 

J.  K.  Smith  &  Co.  have,  as  usual,  supplied  the 
school  with  beef  and  other  provisions. 

The  Board  of  Education  gave  the  school,  this  year, 
the  remaining  one  hundred  dollars  of  the  two  hundred 
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dollars  appropriated  by  the  legislature  of  1892,  toward 
paying  off  the  old  debt.  This  still  leaves  a  debt  of 
fifteen  hundred  dollars. 

All  connected  with  the  school  unite  in  thanking 
those  who  have  so  kindly  lent  a  hand  to  these  boys 
who  are  trying  to  work  their  way.

CHINESE   MISSION    REPORT. 


I  wish  all  the  Cousins  could  be  made  to  realize  what 
a  help  and  comfort  their  annual  appropriation  is  to  us 
of  the  Chinese  Mission.  In  these  "hard  times,"  when 
there  seems  so  much  to  do  and  so  little  to  do  it  with, 
when  one  dreads  the  "Quarterly  Accounts,"  then  it  is 
si  joy  to  feel  that  there  will  be  something  from  the 
"Cousins'  Society"  in  a  pinch  to  fall  back  upon. 
Hence  many  thanks,  dear  Cousins,  from  the  Celestials. 
Why  is  it  that  while  in  one  way  this  year  the  times 
have  been  "hard,"  in  another  they  have  been  "good?" 
Our  work  has  not  been  going  backwards  but  rather  for- 
wards. With  the  bitter  comes  the  sweet,  and  if  we 
only  work  at  it  aright,  I  think  we  shall  find  more  of  the 
latter  than  the  former.  If  the  Government  thinks  that 
all  private  schools  should  "take  care  of  themselves," 
we  the  beneficiaries  of  this  Society  are  going  to  need 
your  kind  help  more  than  ever.  The  work,  the  mission- 
ary work,  among  certain  nationalities  is  just  beginning 
here.  One  of  the  strongest  factors  in  the  advance- 
ment of  this  work  is  to  be  found  in  the  "Mission  School' 
which  if  rightly  conducted  developes  and  fosters -the 
growth  of  these  things  which  we  most  desire  to  see 
implanted  in  minds  to  which  Christianity  is  here  best 
presented. 

What    an    important  aid  our  schools  have  been  and 
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are  in  our  Chinese  Mission  work  is,  I  think,  evident  to 
any  one  who  has  paid  the  slightest  attention  to  the 
subject.  During  the  past  year  well  on  to  three  hundred 
if  not  more  than  this  number  of  young  people  have  been 
under  the  beneficial  instructions  of  faithful  Christian 
teachers  in  our  schools  in  Honolulu.  Wailuku,  Kohala. 
and  Hilo.  A  large  majority  of  this  number  has  been 
drawn  into  our  different  Sabbath  Schools  and  in 
church  services.  While  every  effort  has  been  made  to 
give  them  as  good  instruction  as  possible  in  both 
Chinese  and  English,  their  religious  and  moral  train- 
ing has  not  been  neglected.  Many  of  them  have  been 
followed  to  their  homes  and  the  influence  of  Christian 
love  and  sympathy  has  there  been  felt  by  parents  as 
well  as  by  children.  Second  to  no  influence,  in  the  en- 
tire country  in  moulding  and  forming  our  Chinese 
people  to  higher  and  better  things  have  been  these 
schools,  which  the  Cousins'  Society  has  in  part  been 
generously  aiding  to  support,  and  which  now,  morethan 
ever,  appeal  to  you,  its  members.  Our  most  recent  ven- 
ture in  this  line  was  a  little  Kindergarten  in  Hilo,  into 
which  were  gathered  about  a  dozen  little  ones.  The 
immediate  outcome  of  this  was  a  Sabbath-School 
for  Chinese  of  about  eighteen,  where  for  years  there 
had  been  no  Chinese  Sabbath-School  at  all.  This  year 
our  "Mills  Boarding  School"  has  had  twenty  five  young 
men  and  boys  in  attendance.  They  have  a  nice  school- 
house,  recently  completed.  God's  blessing  has  rested 
upon  this  undertaking.  In  young  hearts  here  turning 
to  Him  who  is  the  source  of  all  good  and  blessing,  is 
to  be  found  the  greatest  reason  for  the  existence  of  such 
an  institution.  We  surely  need  your  aid  in  helping 
on  this  school,  which  richly  deserves  the  support  of  all 
who  desire  the  speedy  coming  of  Christ's  Kingdom  in 
the  hearts  of  the  Chinese.  We  are  waiting  for  some 
such  home  for  our  Chinese  girls  and  those  of  other 
nationalities.  Just  at  this  critical  time  is  not  the 
Cousins'  Society  going  to  show  us  how  this  can  be 
brought  into  being?

ADDRESS  OF   THE    RETIRING    PRESIDENT. 


THE    SABBATH    SCHOOL. 

The  importance  of  the  Sabbath  Schools  of  the  pres- 
ent day  can  hardly  be  overestimated.  There  are  22,- 
000,000  persons — teachers  and  scholars — in  the  Pro- 
testant Sabbath  Schools  of  the-world.  About  one-half 
of  this  number  is  in  the  United  States  and  nearly  one- 
third  is  in  Great  Britain,  making  together  with  the 
contingent  in  Canada  and  Australia  over  eighty-eight 
per  cent,  in  English-speaking  countries.  According 
to  statistics  given  at  the  World's  Sunday  School  Con- 
vention, held  in  St.  Louis  last  fall,  there  are  on  the 
continent  of  Europe  25,099  Sabbath  Schools  with  an 
aggregate  membership  of  1,716,950 — a  gain  since 
1889  of  half  a  million  scholars.  Catholic  Europe  pos- 
sesses but  three  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number.  In 
Spain,  Portugal,  and  Italy  interest  in  the  cause  has 
waned,  though  France  and  Austria  show  a  slight  in- 
crease in  numbers.  Germany,  about  one-third  of 
whose  population  is  Roman  Catholic,  has  until  recent- 
ly taken  little  interest  in  the  Sabbath  school  movement. 
In  1874  there  were  in  all  Germany  1,218  schools  with 
a  membership  of  86,418;  the  returns  for  the  last  year 
give  5,900  schools  and  a  membership  of  784,769, 
showing  a  remarkable  advance — over  eight  fold. 

This  vast  army  of  22,000,000  Sabbath  schoolteachers 
and  scholars  constitutes  a  mighty  force  in  the  Protest- 
ant world.  The  habits  of  cleanliness,  neatness  of 
dress,  and  regular  attendance  at  church  on  the  Sabbath 
alone  have  a  civilizing  effect.  Children  are  brought 
under  whclesome  restraint  and  before  Christian  exam- 
ple. We  always  feel  surer  of  the  young  man  who 
finds  pleasure  in  attending  the  Sunday  school.  Here 
the  young  and  the  old,  the  rich  and  the  poor,  meet  to- 
gether, the  Lord  is  the  maker  of  them  all. 

We  purpose  no  criticism  upon  the  Sabbath  schools. 
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The  question  we  raise  is,  Can   they  be   rendered  more 
useful  and  how  ? 

Whenever  Sabbath  school  pupils  are  subjected  to 
any  examination  as  to  what  they  have  learned  of  the 
Bible,  we  find  a  woeful  ignorance.  The  majority 
seem  unfamiliar  with  the  Scripture  and  show  a  lack  of 
the  most  elementary  knowledge  of  it.  This  is  due  to 
many  causes,  among  which  may  be  mentioned  the 
unsystematic  method  pursued.  The  youngest  child- 
ren study  practically  the  same  lesson  as  the  oldest. 
There  is  little  attempt  at  grading.  Pupils  of  various 
ages  and  attainments  are  found  side  by  side  in  the  same 
classes.  Lessons  are  not  comprehended,  interest  flags, 
and  little  is  retained. 

Of  course  we  understand  thai  we  cannot  at  unce 
make  use  of  the  same  methods  that  are  followed  in  the 
common  schools;  we  cannot  have  the  same  grading: 
perhaps  it  is  not  desirable;  but  we  can  at  least  take  a 
few  steps  forward.  We  can  begin  in  the  youngest 
department  with  stories  of  the  Bible.  And  here  is 
an  opportunity  for  some  pubiishjr  to  distinguish  hi'tn 
self  and  leap  a  large  reward.  The  stories  of  Abraham. 
Isaac,  Jacob,  Joseph,  Moses.  David,  the  boyhood  of 
Jesus,  etc.,  should  be  told  in  simple  language, — usm.i 
the  words  of  the  Authorized  Version  whenever  possible, 
— and  profusely  illustrated  with  colored  prints,  like 
those  in  the  Mother  Goose  series  and  other  books  of 
the  nursery.  We  all  remember  when  we  felt  the 
charm  of  Jack  the  Giant  Killer.  Is  not  the  story  of 
David  and  Goliath  far  more  interesting?  Why  should 
it  not  have  at  least  an  equal  share  of  the  attention  of 
young  children?  These  should  be  not  one  whit  less 
attractive  than  the  brilliantly  illustrated  books  we  see 
in  such  numbers  during  the  holiday  season.  Charts 
and  cards  with  illustrations  in  colors  are  already  pub- 
lished and  should  be  used  in  the  primary  department 
of  every  Sabbath  school. 

Pupils  of  the   next   grade  may  take  up  the  Old  and 
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New  Testament  history  with  maps,  etc.  There  are  no 
adequate  text  books  for  this  work.  The  teacher  should 
have  "Stories  from  the  Bible;"  first  and  second  series, 
by  Rev.  Alfred  J.  Church, .  published  by  Macmillan  & 
Co.,  London  and  New  York,  and  also  "The  Story  of 
the  Bible"  by  Charles  Foster,  published  by  the  Charles 
Foster  Publishing  Co.,  Philadelphia.  These  volumes 
are  excellent  but  the  price  puts  them  out  of  the  reach 
of  the  majority.  A  handy  little  volume  is  "A  Shilling 
Book  of  Old  Testament  History"  by  Rev.  J.  F.  Mac- 
lear,  published  by  Macmillan  &  Co.,  London  and  New 
York;  also  "A  Shilling  Book  of  New  Testament  His- 
tory" by  the  same.  These  are  to  be  used  in  connection 
with  the  study  of  the  Bible  itself.  Let  us  not  forget 
that  the  Scripture  is  to  be  read  each  day  and  in  concert 
or  responsively  on  the  Sabbath  as  now  and  passages 
are  to  be  committed  to  memory.  Before  leaving  this 
department  each  pupil  should  be  catechised  and  be  able 
to  give  a  brief  sketch  of  the  history  of  the  Hebrew 
people  from  Abraham's  day  to  the  fall  of  Jerusalem  be- 
fore the  legions  of  Titus  in  the  reign  of  Vespasian. 
The  summary  should  be  somewhat  as  follows: 

About  2,000  years  before  Christ  there  lived  in  the 
land  of  Ur,  north  of  the  Persian  gulf,  a  man  named 
Abram,  afterward  called  Abraham.  The  people  of  that 
country  had  fallen  away  from  Jehovah  and^worshipped 
idols  of  wood  and  stone.  In  order  that  Abram  might  keep 
the  belief  in  one  God,  he  left  Ur,  by  God's  will,  and 
wandered  westward  with  Sarah,  his  wife,  and  Lot,  his 
brother's  son,  and  with  their  servants  and  flocks  and 
herds. 

A  son,  Isaac,  was  afterward  born  to  Abraham  and 
Sarah.  Isaac's  eldest  son  Esau,  sold  his  birth-right  to 
his  brother,  Jacob,  who  afterward  received  the  name 
Israel.  His  sons  were  Reuben,  Simeon,  Levi,  Judah, 
Dan,  Naphtali,  Gad,  Asher,  Issachar,  Zebulun,  Joseph, 
and  Benjamin.  Their  descendants  became  the  Jewish 
nation. 
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The  patriarch  Jacub  upon  his  death-bed  adopted 
Ephraim  and  Manasseh,  the  two  sons  of  Joseph,  and 
their  children  constituted  two  tribes  of  Israel.  This 
would  make  thirteen  tribes  but  in  the  distribution  of 
lands  by  Joshua  they  reckoned  only  twelve  tribes,  for 
the  tribe  of  Levi  was  made  the  priesthood  and  was 
supported  by  tithes  and   offerings. 

The  history  of  this  people  may  be  divided  into  four 
periods: 

I  From  the  Exodus  to  the  founding  of  the  monarchy 
under  Saul,  1491  —  1095  B.C. 

II  From  the  founding  of  the  monarchy  to  the  sepa- 
ration of  the  two  kingdoms,    1095 — 975  B.C. 

III  From  the  separation  of  the  kingdoms  to  the 
Babylonian  captivity.  975 — 580  b.c. 

IV  From  the  Babylonian  captivitr  to  the  conquest 
by  Rome,  586 — 63.  b.c. 

During  the  first  era  given  above  the  government 
was  a  theocracy,  the  divine  will  being  interpreted  by 
the  high  priest  and  the  conduct  of  affairs  being  in  the 
hands  of  a  succession  of  rulers  called  judges. 

The  second  period  includes  the  kingdom  under  Saul. 
David  and  Solomon,  the  latter  ruling  in  the  golden 
age  of  Hebrew  history.  Each  reign  lasted  fort}'  years, 
bringing  us  down  to  975  b.c,  when  the  Kingdom  was 
divided,  the  ten  tribes  revolting  under  Jeroboam  and 
forming  the  kingdom  of  Israel,  while  Judah  and  Ben- 
jamin— the  kingdom  of  Judah  -remained  true  to  Reho- 
boam.  The  former  lasted  a  little  more  than  two  hun- 
dred and  fifty  years  when  it  was  overthrown  by  Sbal- 
manezer,  king  of  Assyria.  The  ten  tribes  were  carried 
into  captivity  to  the  northern  part  of  the  Euphrates 
valley  and  there  by  intermarriage  with  the  surround- 
ing nations  they  disappeared  as  a  people.  The  king- 
dom of  Judah  outlived  her  sister  nation  by  a  century 
and  a  third,  being  conquered  in  588  B.C.  by  Nebuchad- 
nezzar king  of  Babylon.  Then  succeeds  the  captivity 
of  seventy  years  or  fifty-two  years  after  the  fall  of 
Jerusalem. 
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At  the  end  of  Belshazzar's  reign  Babylon  was  con- 
quered by  the  Persians,  and  the  Jews  were  allowed  to 
return  to  Jerusalem  in  536  b.c.  under  King  Zerubbabel. 
For  many  years  Jerusalem  was  tributary  to  Persia. 
In  332  b.c.  it  came  under  the  sway  of  Alexander  the 
Great  and  then  under  the  Ptolemies  of  Egypt.  King 
Antiochus  Epiphanes  oppressed  the  Jews  so  severely 
that  they  made  a  successful  rebellion  under  Judas 
Maccabaeus,  and  remained  independent  for  a  century. 
In  63  B.c.  Jerusalem  fell  before  the  Roman  general 
Pompey  and  Judea  was  made  a  part  of  the  Roman 
province  of  Syria.  During  the  reign  of  Augustus 
Caesar  Jesus  Christ  was  born  and  he  died  while  Ti 
berius  was  emperor. 

The  Jews   were   always   uneasy   subjects  of   Rome, 
They  expected  a    Messiah    who   would   give    them    an 
earthly  kingdom.     They   had   refused  to  accept  Christ 
because  he  said, 

"My  kingdom   is  not  of  this  world." 

Their  frequent  revolts  at  length  brought  down  upon 
them  the  anger  of  Rome  and  in  the  reign  of  Vespasian, 
70  a.d.,  Jerusalem  was  captured  by  Titus,  son  of  the 
emperor,  after  a  long  siege:  the  city  was  destroyed,  and 
its  people  scattered. 

In  connection  with  this  history  the  study  of  the  map 
mentioned    above,    must    not    be    neglected.       Pupils 
should  be  referred  to  the  maps  of  Western  Asia,  South 
ern  Europe,  Egypt  and  the  Mediterranean,  so  frequent 
ly  that  they  shall  be  familiar  with  the  most  important 
places    of   interest    in     Biblical     scenes.        Especially 
should    the   topography  of  the   Holy  Land  be  known, 
something  of  the  soil,  the  products,  the  flora  and  fauna. 
A  description    of  Jerusalem    should   be  given  and  par 
ticularly   of  the  temple   of  Solomon.     An    occasional 
lecture  with  stereopticon  illustrations  during  the  week, 
would  be  instructive  and  add  to  the  interest. 

Another  grade  might  take  up  the  study  of  the  Gos- 
pels and  the  Acts,  then  the  Psalms, — the  national  song

book  of  the  Hebrew  people, — then  the  greater  and 
minor  Prophets,  then  the  Epistles  and  Revelation, 
There  should  be  frequent  reviews  and  above  all  in  the 
study  of  the  minutiae  the  main  thread  of  the^subject 
should  not  be  lost. 

Older  students  will  be  interested  to^learn  about  the 
Bible — the  history  of  the  book  itself — a  terra  incognita 
to  many.  There  is  a  fascination  about  the  story  of 
the  preservation  of  the  MSS.  of  the  Holy  Bible  through 
ancient  and  mediaeval  times  to  the  discovery  of  the 
art  of  printing  by  Gutenberg. 

A  passing  glance  at  the  Septuagint,  Talmud,  Tat 
gums  and  Apocrypha  might  be  profitable  but  the  chiei 
interest  will  be  found  in  the  three  oldest  and  most 
valuable  Greek  MSS.,  the  Sinaitic,  Vatican  and 
Alexandrine.  The  story  of  the  discovery  of  the  first 
reads  like  a  novel.  In  1859  Constanline  Von  Tischen- 
dorf  while  on  a  third  visit  at  the  Convent  of  St.  Cath- 
erine on  Mount  Sinai  made  the  fortunate  discovery  of 
doubtless  the  oldest  existing  M  S.  of  the  Bible,  since 
known  as  the  Codex  Sinaiticus.  The  illiterate  monks 
of  the  institutiou  were  using  valuable  parchments  for 
kindling  fires.  Von  Tischendorf  examined  the  fuel  and 
found  this  priceless  document.!  Concealing  his  joy,  he 
purchased  it  for  a  song  and  carried  it  away  and  it  is 
now  in  the  imperial  library  at  St.  Petersburg.  Von 
Tischendorf  himself  supposed  it  to  be  one  of  the  fifty 
copies  of  the  Bible  which  Rusebius  by  Constantine's 
command  had  prepared  in  331  a.d.  to  commemorate 
the  emperor's  conversion.  Whether  there  be  any  truth 
or  not  in  this  theory,  the  M  S.  certainly  belongs  to  the 
fourth  century  and  probably  to  the  first  half  of  it. 

A  part  of  the  M  S.  had  been  consumed  but  there 
still  remained  3!5}<  leaves  of  exquisitely  fine  vellum  — 
probably  the  skins  of  antelopes — each  leaf  being  14^ 
in.  by  \'5}4  in.,  containing  a  large  portion  of  the  Sep- 
tuagint version  of  the  Old  Testament  with  the  Apocry- 
pha and  the  whole  of  the  Greek  New  Testament  with 
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the  Epistle  of  Barnabas  and  a  part' of 'the  Shepherd  of 
Hermas. 

The  writing  is  in  beautifully  formed  letters  for  the 
most  part  in  four  columns,  though  in  the  poetical  books 
of  the  Old  Testament  there  are  but  two,  the  first  line 
of  each  of  the  Psalms  being  in  red  ink.  There  are  no 
spaces  between  the  words,  no  breathings  or  accents, 
and  few  marks  of  punctuation. 

The  story  of  the  Vulgate  and  the  English  translations 
is  also  interesting  and  instructive,  especially  that  of  the 
Authorized  Version  and  that  of  the  Revised  Version. 

Crowning  the  Sabbath  school  course  are  the  Bible 
classes  for  adults,  conducted  with  free  discussion, 
searching  for  the  truth.  It  may  necessitate  some  self 
sacrifice  on  the  part  of  the  members  of  such  classes, 
but  it  seems  right  that  the  superintendent  should  call 
upon  them  for  aid  as  substitutes  in  the  teaching  force 
of  the  school  and  that  such  aid  should  be  cheerfully 
given. 

The  Bible  is  the  great  text  book,  the  message  of  God 
to  all  men,  and  all  men  owe  it  to  themselves  and  to 
each  other  that  they  be  familiar  with  the  Law  of  Life. 

"And  thou  shalt  love  the  Lord  thy  God  with  all  thine 
heart,  and  with  all  thy  soul,  and  with  all  thy  might. 

And  these  words,  which  I  command  thee  this  day, 
shall  be  in  thine  heart: 

And  thou  shall  teach  them  dilligeritly  unto  thy 
children  and  shalt  talk  of  them  when  thou  sittest  in 
thine  house  and  when  thou  walkest  by  the  way,  and 
when  thou  liest  down,  and  when  thou  risest  up."

Constitution  and  By-Laws. 


PREAMBLE. 

We,  the  children  of  the  American  Protestant  Mission 
to  the  Hawaiian  Islands,  desiring-  to  promote  the 
cause  of  Gospel  Missions,  as  well  as  to  strengthen 
the  bonds  of  union  that  naturally  exist  amongst 
us,  do  hereby  organize  ourselves  into  a  Social 
Missionary  Society,  under  the  following  Constitu- 
tion and  By-laws: 

CONSTITUTION. 

Article  1.  This  Society  shall  be.  called  "The 
Hawaiian  Mission  Children's  Society." 

Art.  2.  The  design  of  the  Society  is  to  cherish  and 
promote  union  amongst  its  members,  to  cultivate  in 
them  an  active  missionary  spirit,  stir  them  up  to  good 
work,  and  more  specially  to  assist  in  the  support  of 
Christian  Missions. 

Art.  3.  The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  be  a  Pres- 
ident, Vice-President,  Recording  Secretary,  a  Home 
and  a  Foreign  Corresponding  Secretary,  and  Treasur- 
er, all  of  whom  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  the  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Society,  to  hold  office  for  one  year. 

Art.  4.  No  one  is  eligible  to  fill  the  office  of  Presi- 
dent for  two  consecutive  years. 

Art.  5.     At  each  annual  meeting    of  the  Society, 
two  members  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot,  who  together 
with  the  officers  mentioned  in  Article  3,  and  such  mem 
3ers    as  may  be    chosen  by  the    Auxiliary  Societies  in 
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accordance  with  Article  9,  shall  constitute  a  Board  of 
Managers,  and  who  shall  hold  office  for  one  year. 

Art.  6.  Any  descendant  of  those  who  are,  or  have 
been  members  of  the  American  Protestant  Mission  to 
these  Islands,  and  the  descendants  of  all  those  admitted 
into  the  Society  in  accordance  with  Article  7,  are  en- 
titled to  join  the  Society  by  paying  into  the  Treasury 
the  sum  of  one  dollar  annually,  which  shall  constitute 
one  an  Annual  Member,  or  paying  at  any  one  time  the 
sum  of  ten  dollars,  which  shall  constitute  one  a  Life 
Member. 

Art.  7.  Any  other  persons  in  active  sympathy,  with 
the  object  and  aims  of  the  Society  may  become  mem- 
bers by  recommendation  of  the  Bbard  of  Managers, 
approved  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present 
at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Society  on  payment  of 
fees  as  in  Article  6. 

Art.  8.  Any  number  of  Life  Members,  resident 
elsewhere  than  in  Honolulu,  pledging  not  less  than 
$25  annually  to  the  Treasurer  of  this  Society,  may 
form  an  "Auxiliary"  (to  consist  of  Annual  and  Life 
Members  of  the  Society)  by  the  appointment  of  such 
officers,  and  the  making  of  such  regulations  as  they 
may  wish;  provided,  however,  all  be  done  in  conformity 
with  Article  2  of  the  Constitution. 

Art.  9.  Any  Auxiliary  Society,  pledging  not  less 
than  $100  per  annum,  shall  be  entitled  to  elect  annually 
one  member  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Parent 
Society,  to  hold  office  one  year  from  its  Annual  Meet- 
ing. 

Art.  10.  All  members  of  the  American  Protestant 
Mission  are  tx-officio  Honorary  Members  of  this  Socie- 
ty. Any  person  may  be  admitted  as  an  Honorary 
Member  of  this  Society  by  the  consent  of  a  majority 
of  the  Board  of  Managers,  approved  by  a  two-thirds 
vote  of  the  members  present  at  any  regular  meeting  of 
the  Society . 
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Art.  1 L.  Any  member  may  appeal  from  any  action 
of  the  Board  of  Managers,  to  the  Society,  at  any  regular 
meeting.  If  the  appeal  is  seconded,  such  action  may 
be  reversed  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  members  present. 

Art.  12.  The  Society  shall  hold  a  regular  meeting 
on  such  a  Saturday  evening  of  each  month  as  it  may 
approve,  and  an  Annual  Meeting  in  May  or  June. 

Art.  13.  Each  member  shall  receive  a  certificate 
of  membership  in  the  following  form,  to  be  signed  by 
the  President  and  countersigned  by  the  Treasurer.

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BY-LAWS. 


ARTICLE  I.  —  OF  THE  OFFICERS. 

Section  1.  The  President  shall  preside  over  the 
meetings  of  the  Society,  deliver  an  address  before  the 
Society  at  its  annual  meeting,  upon  vacating  his  office; 
appoint  all  committees  not  otherwise  provided  for;  sign 
all  certificates  of  membership,  arrange  the  programme 
of  exercises  for  each  regular  meeting,  consulting  with 
the  chairman  of  the  various  committees,  and  he  may 
convene  the  Society  to  Special  Meetings  at  his  discre- 
tion. He  shall  also  be  ex  officio  President  of  the  Board 
of  Managers, 

Sec  2.  The  Vice-President  shall  audit  the  Annual 
Report  of  the  Treasurer;  and  perform  all  the  duties  of 
the  President  in  case  of  his  absence. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Recording  Secre- 
tary to  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Society 
at  its  several  meetings,  and  make  out  an  abstract  report 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  Society,  during  his  term  of 
office,  at  its  Annual  Meeting.  He  shall  also  be  ex-officio 
Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  shall  furnish 
the  Treasurer  with  a  certified  copy  of  every  order  on 
the  Treasurer  authorized  by  the  Board. 

Sec.  4.  The  Corresponding  Secretaries  shall  carry 
on  the  correspondence  of  the  Society  at  home  and 
abroad;  take  charge  of  the  books  and  papers  of  the 
Society,  excepting  the  files  of  the  Maile  Wreath,  and 
report  at  its  Annual  Meeting. 

Sec.  5.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  safely  keep 
all  moneys  belonging  to  the  Society,  pay  over  such 
moneys  as  may  be  directed  from  time  to  time  by  the 
Beard  of  Managers,  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  such 
expenses  as  shall  have  been  incurred  by  their  order, 
such  order  having  the  signatuje  of  the  Recording  Sec 
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retary;  shall  countersign  all  certificates  of  member- 
ship; and  shall,  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society, 
present  an  accurate  statement  of'  the  receipts  and  dis- 
bursements of  the  Society  during  the  year. 

ARTICLE   II.  —  OF  THE   BOARD  OF  MANAGERS. 

Sec.  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers to  superintend  all  business  transactions  of  the 
Society  not  otherwise  provided  for  in  the  Constitution, 
and  to  keep  full  and  correct  minutes  of  all  its  own 
proceedings. 

Sec  2.  Any  member  of  the  Society  desiring  to 
bring  any  business  before  the  Board  of  Managers,  shall 
make  known  such  business  in  a  written  application  to 
some  member  of  the  Board,  who  shall  lay  it  before  the 
Board  for  their  action  thereon. 

Sec.  3.  The  Board  shall  decide  upon  all  applica- 
tions for  membership  under  Articles  7  and  10  of  the 
Constitution;  and  also  upon  the  disposition  of  the 
funds  of  the  Society. 

Sec.  4.  The  minutes  of  the  Board  shall  be  read 
before  the  Society  at  each  regular  meeting  for  accept- 
ance and  adoption. 

Sec.  5.  Any  vacancies  occurring  in  the  Board  of 
Managers,  by  death  or  otherwise,  shall   be  refilled  by 

regular  election  of  the  Society  at  the  earliest  succeed- 
ing meeting. 

Sec.  6.  The  regular  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be 
held  at  such  times  as  the  Board  may  determine,  within 
seven  days  immediately  preceeding  the  regularmeeting 
of  the  Society.  The  Secretary  of  the  Board  shall  note 
the  members  present  at  each  meeting. 

Sec  7.  Special  meetings  of  the  Board  may  be 
called  by  the  President  at  his  discretion,  or  by  three 
members  thereof. 
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ARTICLE   III. — DUTIES   OF  MEMBERS. 

The  members  of  the  Society  are  expected  to  attend 
the  regular  meetings  of  the  Society,  as  far  as  may  be 
possible;  to  perform  all  such  duties  as  may,  from  time 
to  time,  be  assigned  to  them;  to  collect  all  infoimation 
that  may  be  useful  or  interesting  to  the  Society,  and  at 
each  regular  meeting  contribute  to  the  funds  of  the 
Society,  according  to  their  generosity  and  means. 

ARTICLE   IV.  —  OF   MEETINGS. 

The  regular  monthly  meetings  of  the  Society  shall 
be  opened  by  prayer  and  singing;  the  minutes  of  the 
last  meeting  shall  be  read  by  the  Recording  Secretary; 
the  minutes  of  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  then  be 
read  and  acted  upon;  a  collection  shall  be  taken  up  by 
the  Treasurer;  the  entertainment  provided  for  in  Article 
5  shall  then  be  in  order;  next  shall  follow  miscella- 
neous business;  after  which  the  meeting  shall  be  closed 
by  singing. 

The  monthly  meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  open 
to  such  guests  as  any  of  the  members  may  invite  as 
being  in  sympathy  with  the  Society  and  its  objects. 

ARTICLE  V. — STANDING  COMMITTEES. 

There  shall  be  a  committee  of  one  on  music,  who 
shall  be  chosen  quarterly,  to  aid  in  providing  for  the 
profitable  entertainment  of  each  monthly  meeting. 

There  shall  be  a  committee  of  four,  consisting  of  two 
ladies  and  two  gentlemen,  to  be  elected  every  four 
months,  to  conduct  a  monthly  paper,  the  purposes  of 
which  shall  be  to  develop  more  fully  the  intellectual 
resources  of  the  Society,  and  add  to  the  Missionary 
interest  of  each  monthly  meeting. 

There  shall  be  a  committee  of  one,  to  be  appointed 
annually,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  provide  the  editors 
of  the  Maile  Wreath  with  suitable  stationery,  and  to 
oe  responsible  for  the  safe  keeping  of  the  file  of  the 
Ma  He  Wreath. 
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ARTICLE   VI. RULES    OE    ORDER. 

Sec.  1.  In  Miscellaneous  business,  no  one  shall 
speak  more  than  five  minutes  at  a  time,  without  per- 
mission from  the  Society. 

Sec.  2.  In  all  points  of  order,  the  presiding"  officer 
shall  be  guided  by  the  rules  laid  down  in  Cushing's 
Manual. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

These  By  Laws  may  be  altered  or  annulled  by  a  vote 
of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  at  any  regular 
meeting,  notice  of  each  amendment  having  been  given 
at  the  meeting  next  preceding". 

:::  By  resolution  of  the  Society,  the  President  with  the 
two  elective  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers  shall 
constitute  a  committee  on  entertainment,  whose  duty 
it  shall  be  to  secure  additional  attractions  for  our  regu- 
lar meetings  especially  in  the  line  of  addresses  or 
lectures.
